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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of the invention of group I in the reply filed on 
March 19, 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is convincing and the restriction 
requirement has been withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 - 33 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
in line 5 of claim 3, "second" should be replaced with -second-; and 

in line 6 of claims 1 and 14, -to- should be inserted between "circuit" and "said". 
The same correction should be made to line 7 of claims 26 and 33 Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 - 33 will be allowed upon correcting the above noted informalities. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The prior art of record does not teach, alone or in combination, an ESD 
protection device including, "a trigger circuit connected [to] said first I/O pad and said p- 
doped region; a second I/O pad connected to said n-well". The prior art does not teach 
a method of forming an ESD protection device including "connecting electrically a 
second I/O pad to said n-well; whereby a parasitic bipolar transistor is comprised of the 
n-doped region functioning as a collector terminal, the P-well functioning as a base 
terminal, and the deep N-well functioning as the emitter terminal". The prior art does 
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not teach a method for using an ESD protection device including providing "a second 
I/O pad connected to said n-well" and "charging said p-well using the trigger circuit 
under an ESD condition and turning on said parasitic bipolar transistor". 

Conclusion
